When the United States proto- 
col la slgnejd Mr. Bofren will oaU in 
tbtn on the rbpresehtat^Tea tne 
other creditor nadons, namely, the 
French Ambassador, the Mexican Am- 
bassador, the Danish, Holland, Bel- 
gian and Bpaniah ministers and the 
charge ji'altaires of the legation of 
Norway and Sweden and proceed to 
draw up separate protocols with each, 
which shall conform. In all essential 
details, to that of the United States.

Chicago, Feb. 16. — Seven Inches of 
snow on the level, accompanied by a 
gale reaching a velocity of more than 
40 miles an hour, ushered In a cM<l 
wave, which sent the mercury to the 
zero mark. Tha traction and ateilin 
railway service of the elty, teiegrkph 
and tolcphone wires are all siifTerlng 
from the heavy fall of snow. Loss of 
life attending the storm, however, was 
less than anticipated, but one person, 
so far as known, having succumbed. 
An unidentified tnan wius f^iind frozen 
in a snow drift in the down-town dis- 
trict. The cold rapidly Increased. Fair 
weather is in proapeot, With brlak 
north winds. 

Reports received here show an ex- 
tensive cold wave covering tbe west 
from Texas to Lake Superior and en* 
tending into the Rocky mountaltas. 
Wllllston, N. D., with a record of 42 
below, is distinguished us tho coldest 
spot in the country. Throughout tbe 
cooBtrjr affected trains are reported 
delayed. 

,. I^ieep Perishing, 
Rawltaa, Wyo.. Feb. U.— The ioe« 
sheep on the Red Desert, where 600,- 
000 graze, will be heavy as the result 

of the Intense cold. The weather la 
now moderating, but the continuation 
of the storm for six. or seven days has 
weakened the sheep until deaths, are 
of hourly occurrence. The weather is 
the coldest which has been experi- 
enced for many years. .\t Medicine 
Bow, in the center of the vast sheep* 
fraslng country, the temperature waa 
from 28 to 82 degreea below zero for 
four nights. In the Encampnu tit coun- 
try It has fallen to 40 below, and all 
mining operations have ceased. The 
fall of snow in the mountains averages 
from 20 to 60 feet, kkA tUMf email 
mininu; camps will be SBOwbound for 
weelia.

A GREAT MENACE TO REPUBU- 
CAN INSTITUTIONS. 

Jadfce Peter 8. Uruescap, of tbe l- nited 
States Circuit Court of Cbicaffo, and Dean 
of tbe Northwestern Uaiveraitjr Law 
School, lectured before the UniTeraity of 
Michigan Good Government Club Satur- 
day night on tbe eabject ot the "New 
Nation." Hit addreaa ehoQld be read by 
every true patriot, for it poiots out in 
forceful words the danger that threatens 
oar country from the great combinations 
of wealth commonly known aa trusts. 
Tbe fact that Judge Orosscup occupies 
such a high place on the Federal bench 
lends additional force to hit wpfda. He 
spoke in part as follows : 

"In the very nature of tilings, we niiiet 
expect that men wlio do not see their 
way clear to an improvemeut of their 
conditions under the old Jorms of in- 
dustrial liberty, will entertain sympathy 
for a system that promises something; 
new. The separation of labor from pro- 
prietorship—the separate mobilization of 
theee two forces as enemies, instead of 
their comminglinK in common interest — 
is the most un-Kepublican and menacing 
fact that now confronts tbe American 
people. 

"Tbe consolidation idea has, thus far, 
accentuated this menace. It has done 
what it still more menacing— in narrow- 
ing the peraonnel of the proprietorship 
of tb« ooantry, it is dctMhiiw from the 
friMdi of praparty, the grMt liMnl bodv 
of dtisensbip. However we may wIid 
it, tliii old-time oonserratiYe force will 
not. thtu iiolated, remain stationary. It 
will Iwing, ia time, to those whose atti- 
tude is already oppoeed to the institn- 
tion of property, and in this movement 
the world will give to socialism allies 
that would make socialism invincible. 
Could the old ideals stand uo aKainet an 
alliance snch as that? Will the great 
body of the people, excluded from par- 
ticipation in the property of the country, 
nmain loyal to the order ti which prop- 
erty must look for its bulwark? Can we 
expect a bystander to have the interest 
of one who has a stake in events? Can 
we invoke the name of Amirica in an 
order of events that in their practical out- 
come are ef>8eotially nnamerican and un- 
republican ? 

"Our first duty is to wake up to the re- 
alities of the situation; and our next to 
I)ut ttie forces of industrial freedom in or* 
der. Not until we have done these — not 
Until the time when the property-acquir- 
ing instinct of the country is again uni- 
fied upon a basis fair alike to all— can we 
rest assured that the outcome of this en- 
counter need be no longer feared. 

"But what is such a fair basis? What 
chaogi>s can we make in tbe corporate 
policy that will lead to tbe peopleisatioa 
of the proprietorship of tbeooantry? Will 
the people under any conditions, to any 
large extent, enter the field of corporate 
ownership? These are practical ioqoir- 
ies that rise naturally to the mind. 

"For my own part, I believe that once 
corporate organizition and management 
is cleared of thimble-rigging and pitf.ills, 
so that tbe fortunes of enterprise will he 
boand up, not in an overstrained orKani- 
S4tion, hut solely in the vicissitudes of 
the business itself, tiie American people 
will be found ready to take up again 
their share is U^l |»0«|frialO|^ of tlM 
country. 

"Tlie nieapiiree pending in Congress 
make no chaiij;o in the basis of corporate 
organi/ition ; nor do they provide for 
visitation. Tliey exfiihit no purpose— at 
least, no controllin)? purpose— to widen 
the proprietorship of the country; the 
publicity proposed is conti led to the 
Katherini; and publication of statistics, 
valuable possibly to the speculator or 
the trained investor, but ineffective and 
worthless to the ordinary man who may 
be seeking ownership. What chiefly is 
needed— tbe intervention of Government 
as trustee, not as mere newsgatber; a 
guaranty that when a corporation ia cre- 
ated its creator has seen to it that it is 
fairly organised, not mere statistics of 
haphazard corporate organisatton, that 
tbe people cannot comprebead— is absent 
Ifom the bill. In short, tbe measures 
MBding miss sight of tbe prime mischief 
to be remedied, and tbas ranning astray 
miss tbe remedies to be adopted. 

"But though we cannot expect ade- 
quate legislation now it will come. Tbe 
public mind is forming. Unless I am 
greatly dsoeiTsd tbe mad-dog policy of 
treating corporations proposed by some 
will be rejected ; the American people 
will not in blind fury pull down about 
them the industrial edifice, fiut any policy 
calculated to merely tempori/.e w ill, with 
equal conclusiveness, be rejected ; there 
will be no room when the public mind is 
made up for the diversions of the polit- 
ioal masquerade. 

^'And tbe public mind will in the end 
be made up. The people of the United 
States will, in time, come face to far* with 
tbe full siKnilicance of the situation on 
which they are entering. Side issues that 
now obscure will then clear up, and sor- 
did inferenfs that now obstruct will be 
brushed uf l<Ie, and it will be made plain 
that, but for soma far reaching recon- 
■tmction of our corporate policy, we are 
on oorway either to socialism or to aform 
of government no longer Republican. 
There will come about a determined pub- 
lic will to set onr boose in order, to re-es- 
tablish, on tbe secure foundations of pop- 
alar proprietorship and industrial liberty, 
tbe property int«>rMts of tbs Espoblic;
